Marshal Hogau returned'to the city, at 


2 o'clock this morning,-from Davis Junc- 
tion, Illinois, bringing back.Ira Doran, 
one of the prisoners who broke -from -the 
Kock county jail 0:1 the night, of- March 
22d. 
The particulars of the capture of 


Doran are thus given by- the officers. As 
soon as Sheriff Harper 'discovered that 
Doran had escaped.he informed his dep; 
uties, and offered a reward of twenty-five 
dollars for his arrest or information of his 
whereabouts.' Mars] ml Williams, of Ev 
ansville, was informed, and directed to 
keep quiet and a sharp look out, espec- 
ially keeping watch of Doran's wife, who 
resided near that village, iiy request ot 
the officers tho. newspaper men who were 
knowing to tbe movements were re- 
quested to keep still and'not give them 
away. On Saturday Marshal Williams 
came to this city and informed Sheriff 
Harper [that Doran's wife had shipped 
some goods to Dorau at Davis Junction, 
and had left Evansville on-tee, train, buy- 
ing a ticket for Alton, but at Alton she 
remained on board'gbing south, Williams 
coming to Janesville via. Afton on the 
same train. Sheriff'Earper. immediately 
sent Marshal" Hogau in pursuit, the 
marshal going by team to Beloit, in hopes 
ot catching the tram for-Davis Junction, 
but he was a few: moments too late,- and 
returned to the city, .after having satis- 
fied himself that Doran was at work near 
Davis. 
Yesterday, Marshal Hogan. went 


down to Davis Junction, secured the as- 
sistance of a countable, and soon1 found 
that Doran was at'work for a-farmer 
named Gates, some, four rmilca south. 
They procured a team-and went to Gates' 
farm, passing by the house where Doran's 
family had just settled, and were directed 
by-one of'the-children that their father , 
Doran, was at work in the field,. and 
pointed out the place. Marshal Hogan- 
and the constable drnvo' into the field, 
and after passing over n little rise in' the 
ground, discovered Doran, in company, 
with Gates and ono or two others, plow, 
ing, about forty rods away. They drove 
along slowly until within ten rods of 
Doran, when he' discovered and recog- 
nized Hogau, dropped ' his lines and 
started to'ruu. Marshal.Hogau jumped 
from the wagon aud took after him, tell- 
ing him to;halt, and tired a shot in the. 
air in tho hopes of frightening Doran : to 
stop. The report of the pistol seemed to 
inspire Doran with renewed strength, as 
he increased his sneed. The -constable 
fearing that ho would outrun the - mar- 
shal and -get away, unhitched one of the
